APPENDIX II 

REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE PHYSICAL 
EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES 

[These regulations arc published for the convenience of 
candidates and in older to enable them to ascertain the pro¬ 
bability of their coming upto the required physical standard. 
The regulations are also intended to provide guidelines to 
the medical examiners and a candidate who does not satisfy 
the minimum requirements prescribed in the regulations 
cannot be declared fit by the medical examiners. Howevei, 
while holding that a candidate is not fit according to the 
norms laid down in these regulations, it would be permissi¬ 
ble or a Medical Hoard to recommend to the Government 
of India for reasons specifically recorded in writing that he 
may be admitted to service without disadvantage to Govern¬ 
ment. 

It should, hwoci, be clenily undeistood that the Govcrti- 
ment of India reseive to themselves, absolute discretion to 
reject or accept any candidate after considering the report 
to the Medical Hoard. Foi the disabled cx-Defence Services 
Peisomvl the stand.uds will be relaxed consistent with the 
requirements of the posts.1

Method of taking Blood Prcuurc 


The meicury manometer type of instrument should be 
used as a rule. The measurement should not be taken with¬ 
in fifteen miuntes of any exercise or excitement, Provided 
the patient and particularly his arm is relaxed, be may be 
either lying or sitting. The arm is supported comfortably 
at the patient’s side in a more or less horizontal position. 
The arm should be freed from clothes to the shoulder. The 
cuff completely deflated, should be applied with the middle 
of the rubber over the inner side of the arm and its lower 
edge an inch or two above the bend of elbow. The follow¬ 
ing turns of cloth bandage should spread evenly over the bag 
to avoid bulging during inflation. 


The brachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend 
of the elbow and the stethoscope is Ihen applied slightly und 
centrally over it below, but not in contact with the cuff. The 
cuff is inflated to about 200 mm. Hr. and then slowly deflat¬ 
ed. The level at which the column stands when soft succes¬ 
sive sounds are heard represents the systolic pressure. Wncn 
more air is allowed to escape the sounds will be heard to in¬ 
crease in intensity, The level at which the well-heard clem 
sounds change to soft muffled fading sounds represents the 
diastolic pressure. The measurement should be taken in a 
fairly brief period of time as prolonged pressure of the cuff 
is irritating to the patient and will vitiate the readings Re- 
chccklng if necessary, should be done only a few minutes 
after complete deflation of the cuff. (Sometimes, as the cuff 
is deflated sounds arc heard at a certain level; they mav 
disappear as pressure falls and reappear at still lower level. 
This silent Gap may cause error in reading).
